The docximent US 2004/0181880, Al is regarded as being the 
closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 1-8, and 
discloses a folding multi-tool comprising first and second 
generally channel -shaped handles each having first and 
second ends, each generally channel -shaped handle having an 
open side and at least a partly closed side opposite the 
open side, the at least partly closed sides comprising 
plier-receiving openings. (Abstract) . 

-The subject-matter of claim 1-8 therefore differs from this 
known folding multi-tool in that: claim 1 states that there 
are two axes and the device according to document US 
2004/0181880, Al only exhibits one axis. 



-The problem to be solved by the present invention may 
therefore be regarded as providing a foldable tool. 
-The solution proposed in claim 1-8 of the present 
application cannot be considered as involving an inventive 
step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons. 

The feature foldable, around one or two axes is merely one
